Spectaculir Parade During Re- 
ception Is Watched by Thous- 
ands of People. 


Ry Rulletin Leased Wire. 
Victoria, Sept. 21.—With royal sal- 


ute booming out across the water from 


Work Point, the Princess Alice, fly- 
ing the Duke of Connaught’s royal 
standard at the main, entered the 


harbor this afternoon, the governor- 
general in his field marshall uniform, 
the duchess and princess and the staff 
standing on the deck and viewing the 
decorations of the shipping in the har- 
bor which greeted the royal visitors 
with a clamor of whistles, At five 
o'clock the Princess Alice was along- 
side the wharf. The royal vsiitors 
were received by Lieut. Gov. Paterson 
and the Premier, Sir Richard McBride 
and walked the short distance to the 
pariiament buildings. 
Civic Address Presented. 
On the broad steps leading to the 


main entrance, the civic address of 
welcome was read by Mayor Beck- 
with, in reply to which His Royal 


Highness said: 

“Your worship and gentiemen: I 
beg you to accept my most heartfelt 
thanks, as well as those of the duchess 


and of my daughter, for your loyal 
and hearty words of welcome. I 
have listened with interest to the 
summary you have given of the dig- 
nified history of your city and can 
assure you that it is a very great 
pleasure to me to see the progress 


you have made since I was last here. 
“When I visited Victoria in 1890 
your population was little more than 
one-third of what it Is at present, but 
I have not cause for surprise, for the 
attraction of thé climate and situation 
added to the innumerable openings 
which you offer for trade and industry 
would readily account for the num- 
bers who flock to your city, 
Old World Settlers. 
“Long before the general develop- 
ment of the prairie provinces had tak- 
en place Victoria had a great many 


hundreds of settlers from the old 
country; and here they have stayed, 
happy in the old-world air which 


surrounds them, prosperous among the 
many prizes which nature has given 
you with so lavish a hand, 

', shall have great pleasure in con- 
veying to the King your dutiful mes- 
sage of loyalty and devotion, though 
His Majesty is too well aware of your 
unswerving allegiance for any 4 sur- 
ance to be necessary on the part of 
his subjects in Victoria.” 

Spectacular Parade. 

The spectacular parade during the 
ceremony was 4 magnificent one, the 
spacious sloping grounds of the parlia- 
ment building being filled with thous- 
ands of people, the streets beyond be- 
ing Hkewise thronged and all the 
buildings within sight of the ceremony 
having spectators in their windows 
and in many cases on their roofs. A 
striking feature of the scene was the 
naval guard of honor of a hundred 
men from H. M. 8. Shearwater and 
H. M. Cc. S&S Rainbow, under com- 
mand of First Lieut. Newcombe, of 
the Shearwater and gun hands of the 
Rainbow. The blue-jackets with H. 
M. S. on their hats and the Canadian 
navy bluejackets with H. M. C, 8. 
on their hats were mingled in the 
guard which presented a fine appear- 
ance. The Fifth Regiment cadets 
and boy scouts lined the way from 
the wharf to the parliament buildings 
and the escort was furnished by the 
British Columbia Horse.

“IT find there is much bitterness in 
the west against what people call 
eastern interests,’ declared the Hon. 


Adelard Turgeon, speaker of the Que- 


bec legislature, who was seen by a 
|} Bulletin representative at the Cecil 
| hotel today. Mr. Turgeon is travel- 
ling through the west, accompanied 
by T, M. Tache, who represents a 
firm of Franco-Canadian financiers 
with offices in Paris and Montreal. 
Mr. Tache was for twelve years pri 
vate secretary to the Hon Joseph 
Adolph Chapleau, former premier of 
Quebec and leader of the Conserva- 
tives im the province. 

Mr. Turgeon said something would 
have to be done to remove the bit- 


terness that existed between the farm- 


ers of the prairie provinces and the 
eastern interests. 
Due to Defem: of Reciprocity. 
“No doubt,” he said, “this bitter- 
ness is due to the defeat of the reci- 
procity. The cry is ‘Give us wider 
markets.’ That question will have to 


be met s0on by whatever gov ernment 


is in power.” 

Mr. Turgeon thought it likely that 
a general election would come on in 
June or July next year, 

“The annexation cry will not have 
the same force at the next election. 


People are beginning to see that the 
appeal made to their sentiments last 
year Was made to cover a matter 
which affected their pockets and their 
livelihood. They now see that there 
was no fedr of annexation but they 
have iost, for the time being, the op- 
portunity of securing wider markets 
and all that that would mean to this 


growing west. 
_ In Quebec and Nova Scotia, 
“The people of Quebec and Nova 


Scotia will be united with the people 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan at the 
next election in opposition to the Con- 


servative elements jn Ontario and 
British Columbia. Business interests
